London, December 23.—The most im- 
portant speeches at the closing ses- 
gion of the house of commons, before 
the house adjourned tonight for the 
Christmas recess, were made by Lord 
Robert Cecil, under-secretary for for- 
eign affairs; Walter Runciman, presi- 
dent of the board of trade, and A. J. 
Balfour, first lord of the admiralty. 

Lord Robert Cecil’s«speech was in 
the mature of a general defense of 
the foreign office. He denied rumors 
of dissension in the cabinet; of dis- 
gensions among the allies and of pro- 
German influence in the foreign of- 
fice. He announced that the foreign 
office would shortly issue 4 white 
paper stating the ee on which 
the British blockade of Germany is 
based. 

„Until the resignation of one or 
more members of the cabinet,” he said, 
„every one is bound to accept the view 
that it is united on the main lines of 
its policy. As to the unity of the 
allies, they have carried on the war 
in a manner, which, if ome considers 
history, is a really unexampled per- 
“formance of unity. 

Calls Charge Grotesque.

ON HISPTAL SUPPLE 


Materials to Go to Enemy 
| Country. 


Washington, December 23.—Great 
Britain has suspended the issuance of 
permits for shipments of hospital sup- 
plies of any description from the Unit- 
ed States to Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria and Turkey. This be- 
came known tonight and at the same 
time it was learned that the state de- 
partment, at the instance of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, had made representa- 
tions to the London foreign office seek- 
ing withdrawal or modification of the 
new order. 

Until recently the British govern- 
ment and its allies exempted from the 
blockade orders in council practically 
all hospital supplies except rubber 
goods, such as gloves worp by sur- 
geons and nurses, blankets, tubing, etc. 
Efforts to secure admission of the rub- ! 
ber articles were unsuccessful, the 
British authorities explaining that to 
permit them to go into enemy terri- 
tory would release a corresponding 
amount of rubber for the manufacture 
of automobile tires and other military 
necessities. 

Now the prohibition has been extend- 
ed to all supplies and large consign- 
ments collected at New York by the 
Red Cross for shipment to the central 
powers are being held in storage. This 
situation will be considered at the 
meeting of the executive committee of 
the Red Cross in New York tomorrow, 
as the entire program of the society 
for relief work in Europe will be af- 
fected if Great Britain refuses to

i Philadelphia, December 23.—The 
death rate from the epidemic of la 
grippe now sweeping the state has 
been go high that Samuel G. Dixon, 
state health commissioner, issued a. 
re at Harrisburg tonight call- 
ing attention to the seriousness of the 
| situation and cautioned the public that 
if the disease is to be avoided “sacri- 
fices must be made.” 

“Keep out of crowded places,” Dr. 
‘Dixon says, “as one person having the 
grippe may give it to a carload of pas- 
sengers.“ 

In this city the bureau of vital sta- 
tistics issued 660 burial permits during 
the first three days of this week, the 
majority of the deaths being due di- 
rectly or indirectly to la grippe. This 
is more than double the ordinary death 
rate. It is estimated that nearly 15,000 
persons in Philadelphia alone are suf- 
fering with the disease, which has been 
particularly fatal to thé very old and 
the very young. Attendance at all the 
publie schools has been greatly reduced 
and in several sections of the state 
schools and colleges have been forced 
to close. Factories, department stores 
and other business houses have also 
been affected by the epidemic and in 
many instances the number of em- 
ployees obliged to remain at home has 
been so great as to seriously curtail 
| operations. Hundreds of firemen and 
policemen are confined to their homes 
with the disease while the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company reports four 
hundred of its employes on the sick 


| list.

SUCCESS IN VOSGES 
CLAIMED BY KAISER 


Summit of Hartmanns-Wei- 

lerkopf Captured by Ger- 
mans and 1,500 French 
Prisoners Taken, Says 
Berlin.

London, December 23,—Hartmanns- 
Weilerkopf, the summit of which the 
Germans claim to have retaken, togeth- 
er with over 1,500 prisoners, is the 
only point of first-class activity on 
the western front, while on the east- 
ern fighting lines there has been little 
evidence of any disturbance in the 
Christmas lull in the past 24 hours, 

There have been some clashes in 
Galicia, with minor successs on both 
sides, and the Russean forces in Per- 
sia are fighting 25 miles from Tehe- 
ran. 

But the Balkan theater maintains a 
place of first importance in the war 
news despite the fact that there has 
been no severe fighting for several 
days. 

Greek Publie Uneasy. 

The Greek public’s uneasiness over 
the possibility of an early extension of 
Germanic operations to Greek territory 
increases hourly and the Greek domes- 
tic situation is so: ruffled that it ts 
stated that parliament as soon as it 
meets will declare martial law in or- 
der to muzzle the epposition press, 
which has been mercilessly attacking 
the government, 

A Reuter dispatch from Athens says 
that Germany is reported to have in- 
formied Greéce that she hopes to reach 
Saloniki by January 12, promising at 
the same time to evacuate Greek ter- 
ritory as soon as the t is finished.

CANDLER COUNTY WINS 
BOUNDARY LINE DISPUTE 


Decision Announced by Secre- 
tary Cook After Hearing 
Argument on Both Sides. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook yester- 
day afternoon handed down his deci- 
sion in the case of the disputed boun- 
dary between Tattnall county and the 
new county of Candler, which was cut 
partly from Tattnall county. The two 
counties were at difference as to where 
the act of the general assembly in- 
tended the boundary line should run. 
Secretary Cook decided that the line 
run by C. E. Roberts, who was selected 
to survey the line for Candler coun- 


ty, is correct. 
The action was brought before the 
secretary of state by Representative 
H. H. Elders, of Tattnall county, acting 
as attorney for Tattnall, and was heard 
publicly last Wednesday. 
The Tattnall county petition also 
brought up points as to the legality 
of the act creating Candler county and 
as to the correctness of the line divid- 
ing Candler and Evans county. 

Did Not Protest Line. 

Secretary Cook passed upon neither 
of these phases, declaring that it is 
not within his jurisdiction to decide 
the legality of the act creating the 
county and that he could not act upon 
the question of the Candler-Evans 
boundary for the reason that neither 
Evans nor Candler county were pro- 
testing the line already fixed, and that 
Tattnall county would not have a right 
to protest the lines not affecting its 
own territory. 

The line upon which Secretary Cook 
rendered his decision was ordered by 
the act creating Candler county to run 
from a definite point in “a direct east 
line to Kennedy’s bridge” on the Ca- 
noochee river. C. E. Roberts, who was 
appointed surveyor of the line in com- 
pliance with the methods laid down 
by law, ran a direct line from the 
starting point designated to Kennedy's 
bridge. Kennedy’s bridge, however, 
was not due east of the designated 
starting point and the line run by Rob- 
erts necessarily took a southeasterly 
direction. 

Tattnall county then ran a line due 
east from the designated point and 
the terminus of ‘this line fell upon the 
river some five miles north of the 
bridge. Tattnall county then set up 
the claim that not only was the Rob- 
erts line incorrect, but that it was a 
physical impossibility to run the line 
indicated by the general assembly’s 
act, since Kennedy’s bridge was not 
directly east from the starting point, 
and that, therefore, the county does 
not and could not exist under the act 
for the reason that it would be impos- 
sible to determine its boundary. 

The secretary of state held that in- 
asmuch as the general assembly had 
clearly indicated the beginning point 
and the end point of the line between 
Tattnall and Candler counties, and had 
stated that this line should be “di- 
rect,” there could be no mistake that 
the intent was that the line should be 
a straight line between these two 
points. The word “east,” Secretary 
Cook held, to mean a general easterly 
direction and not necessarily a line 
running exactly due east. The fact 
then that the line took an easterly di- 
rection would be sufficient. 

Basis of Decision. 

This decision of Secretary Cook is 
based upon a number of court deci- 
sions to the effect that a definite direc- 
tion, as the land lines, may be liberally 
construed. He cites the following 
cases: 

“Kansas—AbLey vs. McPherson, 1 
where a line is described as running 
from a certain point east to a certain

AN ABSURD TECHNICALITY. 


In granting a new trial to George B. 
Perkins, the Boston architect who shot and 
killed F. W. R. Hinman, business manager 
of The Jacksonville Times-Union, on the 
Clyde line steamer Mohawk, off Charleston, 
something more than a year ago, the United 
States circuit court of appeals at Richmond, 
Va., has carried technicality to the point of 
utter absurdity. ; 

Perkins was convicted of manslaughter 
and given the extraordinarily hght sentence 
of three years in the Atlanta federal prison. 
He had been drinking heavily and also us- 
ing drugs, and the defense offered for the 
wanton homicide of a man he did not even 
know and with whom he had had no words, 
was temporary insanity superinduced by 
alcohol and drugs. i 

In stating the case to the jury the judge 
of the trial court, in his charge, remarked 
that the defendant, Perkins, was suffering 
from.delirium tremens at the time when the 
crime was committed. The court of appeals 
granted the new trial upon the ground that 
this statement might have proven prejudi- 
cial, the evidence not having shown that he 
was afflicted with delirium tremens, but 
that he might have been insane from the 
long use of alcohol and drugs. 

It will be extremely difficult for the aver- 
ge citizen to figure out this remarkable 
difference between “tweedledum and twee- 
dledee, or to see why it should make any 

erence in the enforcement of the law, 
— if a real difference existed. There is a 
provision in the federal constitution insuring 
to all citizens the equal protection of the 
laws; the court’s decision looks on the face 
of it like a denial of that protection. 

If a man is insane from the long use of 
if that insanity, 
brought on by his own willful acts, leads to 
the commission of crime, what difference can 
it possibly make whether that insanity takes 
the form of delirium tremens or some other 
of the various kinds of insanity attributable 
to the same cause? Alcoholic insanity is

nated delirium tremens or just “plain crazy.”

It has profited us nothing, either 
in the matter of our commercial rights on 
the high seas in the transportation of our 
own produce to neutral markets, nor in 
those equally unquestioned rights to receive, 
through neutral ports, products which are 
essential and important to our industrial 
well being. 

While we continue to beg, England rides 
roughshod over us in both directions, and, 
through her dilatory tactics for which we 


clusion of the European war which, once 
concluded, would, of course, solve our own 
sea traffic problems. 

We didn’t beg anything from Germany, 
we demanded it; yet we have practically 
succeeded in getting what we wanted. How 
long shall we continue to appear in that 
abject attitude before Great Britain? It re- 
minds us of the story of the rich man, who, 
after having heard the beggar’s pitiful tale, 
called his butler and said, tearfully, “James, 
show this poor man out; he is breaking 
my heart!” | 

Truth is, the situation should be exactly 
reversed. We are in position to make Eng- 
land beg of us, but we have made no use 
of our advantage. 

A little self-assertion, a little use of 
the opportunities which we hold today, and 
we might easily have what we want. We 
should at least not delay the trial of it. 


BETTER IMMIGRANTS. 

There is remarkable testimony in cur- 
rent reports as to foreign immigration to 
this country, of marked improvement in the 
quality of the average foreigner among the 
new-comers. 

The total immigration to the United 
States for the last fiscal year is only about 
one-fourth of what it was the year before, 
due most largely, of course, to European 
war conditions, and yet there is evidence 
in the ages and physical condition of those 
who have come here within the last twelve 
months of a marked improvement in the 
standard. Commenting upon this aspect of 
the case, The New York World says: 


Though the total number of immi- 
grant aliens to this country fell to 326,700 
in the last fiscal year from 1,218,400 the 
year before, there is an element of inter- 
est in the fact that 244,472 were between 
the ages of 14 and 45 and only 29,246 
above 45. That should mean the addition 
to the country of a good quality of pro- 
ductive immigration. 


But what must most seriously concern 
us now is not the immigrant of the moment, 
but the immigrant who is to come follow- 
ing the conclusion of the European conflict. 
We have been absorbing a million or more 
immigrants for so many years, that the 
coming of 350,000 or so is scarcely a drop 
in the bucket. 

European reports indicate that following 
the present war, there will be a rush to this 
country of all classes and conditions actu- 
ated by many different motives. Chief 
among these motives will no doubt be desire 
to escape the rigors of the national recon- 
structive period following the war, which 
carries with it possibly even more severe 
penalty and suffering than the period of 
the war itself. 

It is then that we will have to be on 
the alert and guarding against the entrance 
of not one but thousands of undesirables. 
For post-bellum hardships will probably re- 
sult in driving from European countries all 
who can possibly get together the passage

Nat E. Harris yesterday clother Judge 


John C. Hart, state tax commissioner, 
with power to co-operate with county 
authoritfes in collecting these taxes. 
Judge Hart has signified his willingness 
to accept the new honor and duty 
placed upon him by the governor. 
The entire matter will be placed be- 
fore the next regular session of the 
general assembly and that body will 
be asked to appropriate reasonable 


compensation for Judge Hart's services. 
This act of Governor Harris is vir- 


tually the creation of an office which 


it is felt is much needed, as the state, 
says the governor, has now no official 
whose specific duty it is to help the 
counties in the collection of such taxes. 
It is regarded by the governor that 
scme official to represent the state in 
the matter of collecting inheritance 
taxes just now is very important for 
the reason that there are now several 
large estates being settied up. 

It is anticipated that through the 
new office the state’s revenues can be 
materially increased. 

Governor Harris Writes. 

Governor Harris wrote Judge Hart 
the following letter, desiring him to as- 


ume this new duty: : 
STATE OF GEORGIA, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
Atlanta, Dec. 22, 1915. 

Hon. John C. Hart, Tax Commissioner, 
State Capitol, City—My Dear Sir: I am 
convinced that it would be greatly to the 
state's interest that some one clothed with 
oper authority should be placed directly 
n charge to co-operate with the county au- 
thorities in the enforcement of the provi- 
sions of the act known as the inheritance 


tax act. 
This act, as you are aware, levies a tax 
on the distributive shares allotted to those 
who are entitied to take, on the death of 
any citizen of Georgia leaving property for 
division, and this tax is due only to the 
state, the county having no interest in the 


same. 

The necessity of some representation on 
the part of the state is especially impor- 
tant at this time, for the reason that there 
are several large estates now in process of 
administration which are subject to this 
ax.

Impressed with your fitness to properly 
represent the state in this matter, I desire 
to ask if you will not take on yourself this

Albany, Ga., December 23.—(Special.)

MADDOX S BOUND OVER |

In police matinee Thursday after- 
noon, Alderman J. W. Maddox, arrested 
by Humane Officer Freeman, on 
charges of “cruelty to animals,” “fail- 
ing to-appear in court on a copy of 
charges” and “disorderly conduct,” was 
held to the grand jury under a bond 
of $200 on the first charge, released 
from the second, and fined $5.75 on the 
disorderly conduct charge.

An additional case 
of contempt of court was docketed 
against him and the third case was 
made when he was alleged to have 
cursed Officer Freeman on Pryor 
street Wednesday. 

In court Alderman Maddox stated to 
the judge that he was not knowingly 
allowing his mules to be worked when 
they were in no condition to do so. He 
stated that he had not appeared in 
court for trial because his attorney 
had told him that he would arrange 
with Recorder Johnson to have the 
case against him postponed until a 
later date. He stated that he was 
wrought, up over the work which his 
teams were being kept from doi by 
the humane officer and had waves.

Lewis Crow, colored, sought for the 
alleged murder of Grady Chandler, the 
13-year-old son of J. W. Chandler, of 
Riverdale, Ga., was brought to Atlanta 
on Southern passenger train No. 30 
yesterday, having been captured at 
Anniston, Ala., Wednesday night. 

The prisoner, whose age is 20 years, 
was caught by Sheriff Charles Dicker- 
son, of Calhoun county, Alabama, and 
he received $100 from the state of Geor- 
gia Thursday for making the capture. 
Immediately after the tragic death of 
the Chandler child, the state offered 
a reward of $100 to, supplement a re- 
ward of 350 offered by the commis- 
sioners of Clayton county. 

The prisoner was met here by the 
sheriff of Clayton and was taken to 
Jonesboro in an automobile Thursday 
night. He will be confined. in the coun- 
ty jail there pending the trial of his 
case. 

The circumstances surrounding the 
death of the child were atrocious and 
since the murder, officers have been 
putting forth their very best efforts 
to capture Crow. It is charged that 
Crow was riding a bicycle in the back 
yard of the Chandler family and that 
the vehicle was broken in the ride. He 
is said to have asked the little boy 
to aid him in repairing it and the child 
refused to help him. It is charged 
that following the failure of the boy

Famous Author's Brother, 
Tuberculosis Stricken, 
Dying on Pauper Farm 


Moultrie, Ga., December 23.—(Spe- 
cial. )—Will Futrelle, brother of 
Jacques Futrelle, the noted author who 
lost his life in the sinking of the Ti- 
tanic, is out at the Colquitt county 
farm dying of tuberculosis. 

He came to Moultrie on an evening 
train yesterday and while trying to 
walk down town fell exhausted on the 
sidewalk where he was found half 
frozen by a member of the police force. 
He was taken to a local sanitarium and 
this morning the city and county offi- 
clals had him carried to one of the 
neat cottages at the farm and sup- 
plied him with a nurse and medical at- 
tention. 

Mr. Futrelle's case is a particularly 
pathetic one. A competent railroad 
man, he worked well and lived well 
until he became a victim of the white 
plague. Then trouble began to pile 
up. His father and mother died and 
his wite and daughter followed them 
quickly. Enforced loss of time and 
doctor bills swept away his savings. 
Every day. he was growin weaker. 
Unable to keep 4 his work the rail- 
roads had no further use for him. He 
sought employment from others, but 
his white face and hacking cough told 
the story, and every man turned away 
from him with fear, hurried him away 
with a threat or coldness that sent 
him to the poor house. . 

From seeking work, which he was 
too weak to do, he turned to the pro- 
tection of towns, counties and com- 
munities, but these all, with a heart 
of horror, hurried him away with a 
railroad ticket or expenses to the next 
town in which to die. Nowhere could 
he find rest. No community wanted a 
tubercular case to die in its midst. 

And here in Colquitt, at the homely 
little cottage out at the county farm, 
with a warm wood fire, a cozy room, 
neat bed, nice bath with hot and cold 
water, this ‘man: whose brother was a 
national character, and who himself 
had quite as much talent and ability, 
in another line of work, has come to 
die and receive the bounty which this 
good county and city are willing to 
extend to one who is footsore and 
weary and buffeted to a last retreat.

How to Enjoy Xmas 
Without Being Hurt 
Shown by Bulletins 


How to spend a merry Christmas 
without endangering yourself, your 
family and others, is a difficult prob- 
lem, particularly where children are 
involved, and many Christmases are 
marred by accident and death. In a 
bulletin issued to more than 10,000 em- 
ployes, the safety first committee of 
the Bell system indicates what precau- 
tions should be taken for a happy and 
harmless Christmas and tells the 
things which should be avoided. 

The bulletin is as follows: 

“It is possible to have a merry Christmas 
without endangering yourself, your family 
and others, and we would like to caution 
you so that your Christmas season will not 
be marred by accident or death. 

“The practice of having fireworks at 
Christmas is one that has caused many lost 
eyes, deformed hands and endless suffering. 
The celebration of Christmas with fire- 
works can be displaced by some other form 
of merry-making without detracting from 
the season’s pleasures. 

The use of toy pistols by children caused 
363 deaths in one year from leckjaw. The 
powder used in toy pistol caps and fire- 
works frequently contains lockjaw germs. 
If you do use fireworks or toy pistols and 
receive the slightest cut or burn, be sure to 
go to a doctor immediately to avoid lock- 


jaw. 

“If candles are used on Christmas trees, 
see that they are placed so as not to cause 
a fire and out of the way of children. They 
should never be lighted except when some 
responsible person is there and then some 
form of fire extinguisher should be handy. 

The man who drinks too much will re- 
gret it next day. You can really have more 
pleasure if you do not drink at all. Many 
of the hospital cases at this season are due 
to Christmas drinking. 

“Let us all think of Safety First amid our 
pleasures, so we will not look back upon 
this Christmas as a sorrowful period in our 
lives, but may look upon it as a joyful 
season as it should be.”

TWO CLUBS ARE EXEMPT 
FROM PLAYER LIMIT RULE 


Cincinnati, Ohio, December 23.— The 
Chicago Nationals and the St. Louis 
Americans are exempt until the year 
1917 from that 
organized baseball is now working, lim- 
iting the number of players of each 
team on the 20th of May of each year, 

This is part of the baseball peace 
agreement signed here last night, ac- 
cording to August Herrmann, chairman 
of the national commission. Mr. Herr- 
mann made this announcement tonight 
when told that Harry Sinclair, one of 
the Federal league peace conferees, had 
stated that there would be no player 
limit in baseball next year. 

In the National league the number 

of players limited to a team is 21, 
while in the American league the limit 
is 25. 
“Owing to the combination and amal- 
gamation of two clubs in the Federal 
league to a club in the National and 
one in the American league, we con- 
sidered it unjust to ask these clubs to 
dispose of what would naturally be con- 
sidered a large numiber of players,” said 
Mr. Herrmann. 

“I cannot say accurately,” Mr. Herr- 
mann added, “but I estimate that with 
the Chicago Cubs absorbing the Chi- 


taking in the St. Louis Federals, each 
of these clubs will have close to fifty 
players at the present time. 

“It would de unjust to ask them to 
dispose of such a large number as 
would be necessary in order to cut down 
to the limit under which organized 
baseball is now working. Therefore, 
we gave them until 1917 to dispose of 
the surplus players.” 

When asked if any or all clubs in 
the major leagues would be exempt 
from the limit, or the rule would be 
abrogated until 1917, Mr. Herrmann 
said, “absolutely no.“

$1,500,000,000 Worth Have 
‘Been Absorbed in America 
in Sixteen Months, Experts 
| Estimate. 


New York, December 23.—Approxi- 
mately $1,500,000,000. (par value) of 
American securities, which were for- 
eign-owned when the European war 
began, have been absorbed in the Unit- 
ed States during the past sixteen 
months, financial experts here estimat- 
ed today. 

The Delaware & Hudson Co, an- 
nounced today that statistics furnished 
hy the 141 principal railroads of the 
United States showed that $480,892,135 
(par value) of American ratiroad se- 
curities of all forms were transferred 
from foreign to American owners be- 
tween February 1 and July 31, 1915. 
In addition to this amount the com- 
panies estimated that between 350,000. 
000 and $75,000,000 was bought by 
Americans from foreigners during the 
same period, but had not been actu- 
ally transferred when the figures were 
compiled. 

Total Receipts $2,000,000,600. 

Experts pointed out that not only 
had Americans bought back an enor- 
mous volume of domestic securities, but 
that the recent $500,000,000 Anglo- 
French war loan had been virtually ib- 
sorbed here, thus bringing the total 
of securities taken from foreign 
sources to at least $2,000,0060,000. 

In reaching this estimate experts 
took into account a previous statement 
from the Delaware & Hudson tnat more 
than $350,000,000 (par value) of Amer- 
ican reilread securities had come back 
to this country between September 
1914 and February 1915. 

Another important consideration was 
the fact that during the pas: five or 
six months large quantities of Ameri- 
can securities of all kinds have been 
bovring back to this country, chiefly 
from Great Fritain and France. How- 
ever. nearly every foreign country has 
appeared as a seller of American stocks 
and bonds. While there fs no possi- 
bility of approximating the market 
‘alue of the securities. thus absorbed 
in the past sixteen months, it was gen- 
erally believed that the market value 
is considerably less than the par value. 

Recent Shipments Heavy. 

Prominent bankers stated that al- 
most every steamer arriving here for 
several months has brought from §$10,- 
60»%,000 to, 320,000,000 worth of Ameri- 
cun securities. The more recent ship- 
rients have been larger than the ear- 
lier ones. Also it is Known that since 
the British chancellor of the ex- 
chequer issued the securities “mobiliza- 
tion” order a great volume of American 
stocks and bonds have been sold in this 
country by Britons. 

Ine of the largest individual ab- 
sorptions was announced today bv 
Kubn, Loeb & Co., in the purchase in 
France of 250,000,000 francs (30,000, 
000) 4 per cent bonds .of the Central 
Pacific. rie 4 

An issue of Pennsylvania railroad 
bonds, totaling about $30,000,000, which 
also was made in France, was pur- 
chased by an American banking house 
recently for converston into $1,000 de- 
nomination and sale in the home mar- 
ket. . 

While this absorption has sert a 
large amount of gold abroad, the out- 
flow has been largely offset by eco- 
nomic developments. The dividends and 
interest on the issues formerly foreign 
owned will now remain in this country. 
This phase of the matter was consid- 
ered highly important by experts.

Santiago, Chile, December 23.— The 
new president of the republic, Juan 
Luis San Fuentes, was inaugurated to- 
day with solemn ceremonies in the 
presence of the congress.
